The  Chemistry-Physics  section 
of  the  Science  Building  is  nearing 
completion  and  should  be  ready 
for  occupancy  at  the  beginning  of 
the  fall  semester. 

The  building  has  been  carefully 
designed  along  the  lines  of  modern 
practice  in  the  construction  of 
buildings  for  the  purpose  of 
teaching  the  two  physical  sciences. 
It  wall  contain  adequate  class 
room,  lecture  room,  and  demon- 
stration room  space  arranged  in 
keeping  with  modern  trends.  Labo- 
ratory facilities  and  storage  facili- 
ties with  special  rooms  for  modern 
equipment  and  technical  apparatus 
have  been  provided  for  in  an 
ample  manner. 

Constructed  of  fireproof  ma- 
terials, the  building  will  cost 
$450,000  exclusive  of  furniture 
and  equipment. 

Situated  on  the  site  of  the  old 
dairy,  the  new  science  structure 
will  complete  a  U  shaped  quad- 
rangle with  the  Business  Adminis- 
tration building  and  the  Home 
Economics  building  forming  the 
-ides  of  the  U. 


Completion  of  the  building  will 
be  the  fulfillment  of  a  long  cher- 
ished dream  of  Professor  F.  G. 
Fournet.  Head  of  the  Department 
of  Physical  Science,  and  veteran 
Physics  teacher  on  the  Campus. 
Mr.  Fournet  was  employed  as  a 
member  of  the  faculty  of  the  old 
Louisiana  State  JNormal  School  at 
the  beginning  of  the  summer  term 
in  1913. 

Fournet  holds  the  record  of 
longevity  of  service  of  all  faculty 
members  at  this  institution,  hav- 
ing arrived  on  the  campus  three 
months  prior  to  President  H.  Lee 
Prather,  and,  at  the  end  of  this 
spring  semester,  will  have  com- 
pleted 39  years  as  a  faculty  mem- 
ber at  Northwestern. 

Another  person  who  will  be 
made  happy  when  the  move  to  the 
new  building  is  made,  not  exclud- 
ing, of  course,  all  members  of  the 
physical  science  faculty,  is  Profes- 
sor A.  L.  Ducournau.  in  charge  of 
the  Chemistry  Department. 

Mr.  Ducournau  became  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Chemistry  facultv  in 
192.^.

Baker  Award  Established  For  ROTC 


Lt.  Col.  James  W.  Bowman, 
commanding  officer  of  the  North- 
western State  College  ROTC,  has 
announced  the  establishment  of  a 
new  award  to  be  given  annually  to 
an  outstanding  cadet. 

The  award — the  Baker  Award — 
named  after  its  donor.  Colonel 
Thomas  A.  Baker,  USAR,  of 
Natchitoches,  will  be  a  watch,  pre- 
sented each  year  to  one  cadet  of 
the  Second  Year  Advanced  Course 
who  best  meets  the  following  re- 
quirements based  upon  the  last  two 
years  of  military  and  academic 
work :  111  Grades  in  academic 
subjects  exclusive  of  military 
science — 30'  points,  ( 2 )  Grades  in 
military  science,  both  theoretical 
and  practical — 30  points,  and  (3) 
Qualities  of  leadership  including 
character,  initiative,  force,  leader- 
ship, cooperation,  loyalty,  indus- 
try, military  bearing,  and  neatness 
— 40  points. 

The  award  will  be  presented  for 
the  first  time  at  the  end  of  the 
spring  semester.  Colonel  Bowman 
stated. 

Colonel  Baker.  A.  B.  '25,  who 
has  set  up  the  annual  award,  is  a 
veteran  of  both  World  War  I  and 
World  War  II.  After  serving  in 
the  U.  S.  Navy  in  World  War  I, 
Colonel  Baker  continued  his  in- 
terest in  military  activities  by- 
joining  the  Louisiana  National 
Guard.  He  served  in  the  National 
Guard  until   1941    when  his  outfit 


was  activated  into  service,  at 
which  time  he  held  the  rank  of 
Captain. 

During  World  War  II,  after 
serving  with  various  anti-aircraft 
artillery  units  in  training  in  the 
United  States,  he  was  given  com- 
mand of  the  559th  Anti-Aircraft 
Artillery,  which  he  took  into  com- 
bat in  the  European  theater,  where 
his  unit  was  credited  with  destroy- 
ing 50  enemy  aircraft. 

Returning  to  the  U.  S.  in  Sep- 
tember, 1945,  he  was  separated 
from  the  service  as  a  full  colonel. 
He  is  the  recipient  of  the  Bronze 
Star  Medal,  the  Purple  Heart,  and 
the  European  Theater  ribbon  with 
four  campaign  stars. 

In  November.  1947.  he  activated 
the  2nd  Battalion,  199th  Infantry, 
Louisiana  National  Guard  and 
commanded  it  until  1948.  He  is 
now  in  the  active  Reserve  as  a 
member  of  the  314  Logistic  Com- 
mand with  headquarters  in  Shreve- 
port.

SPORTS  WRITING,  radio  writ- 
ing, news,  feature  and  magazine 
article  writing,  general  newspaper 
reporting,  photography,  and  edit- 
ing and  makeup  work  to  the  stu- 
dent who  is  interested  in  journal- 
ism as  a  major  field  of  study.  It 
is  designed  to  prepare  students  for 
an  active  place  in  the  professional 
world  of  journalism  or  to  give 
prospective  teachers  a  background 
that  will  enable  them  to  sponsor 
high  school  and  grade  school  pub- 
lications. 

Students  are  taught  journalism 
fundamentals:  but  more  important, 
they  are  led  to  see  that  actually 
journalism  education  is  a  combi- 
nation of  ALL  education,  and  the 
broader  the  education,  the  better 
prepared  a  person  is  for  a  journal- 
istic position.  They  are  required 
to  integrate  knowledge  obtained  in 
other  fields.  With  a  strong  back- 
ground in  English,  information  ob- 
tained in  any  field  will  be  indi- 
cated in  their  writing.  They  are 
taught  that  writing  without  sub- 
stance is  worthless. 

As  a  part  of  the  laboratory 
work  in  journalism  there  is  the 
Potpourri,  the  student  annual; 
there  is  the  Current  Sauce,  the  stu- 
dent newspaper;  there  are  two 
Natchitoches  weeklies.  The  Times 
and  The  Enterprise.  On  any  or 
all  of  these  the  student  can  gain 
invaluable  practical  experience  in 
various  phases  of  journalism. 

There  are  the  classes  which  try 
to  give  the  student  the  funda- 
mentals of  the  profession  without 
overburdening  him  with  useless 
minute  details,  which  can  be 
learned  quickly  on  practical  work 
assignments.  Field  trips  are  made 
to  Shreveport  and  Alexandria  to 
see  city  dailies  in  action.  Students 
have  an  opportunity  to  observe 
what  they  have  been  studying  in 
class.  Actual  publicity  work,  done 
by  advanced  students,  gives  an  op- 
portunity to  submit  news  and  fea- 
ture stories  to  various  newspapers. 

There  is  Alpha  Phi  Gamma,  na- 
tional honorary  journalism  fra- 
ternity for  men  and  women.  It 
\  was  established  on  the  campus  on 
March  14,  1927.  Membership  is 
open  to  any  student  who  shows 
definite  interest  in  the  field  of 
journalism  or  who  takes  part  in 
the  production  of  one  or  both  of 
the  student  publications.

The  Fourteenth  annual  North- 
western State  Relays  broke  all  rec- 
ords for  attendance  when  more 
than  600  athletes  from  41  high 
schools  and  eight  colleges  partici- 
pated in  the  one-day  meet  held  on 
the  campus  on  April  5. 

New  records  for  the  event  were 
established  in  a  dozen  different
